Says Other Colleges 
Are Luring Potential 
Leaders Away F rom | 
the Middle West. 


Missouri’s economic develop- 


ment is retarded by loss of out- 


Standing high school graduates | 
who are lured away by univers- | 


ities elsewhere, Elmer Ellis, | 
president of the University of | 
Missouri, said here today. 


Ellis spoke at the ninety-ninth 


annual commencement of Wash- | 


ington University, at which he 
received an honorary degree of 
doctor of laws. More than 1100 
seniors were graduated in the 


ceremony held in the Field House | 


on the campus. 

‘‘Each year, a large number of 
large universities, chiefly from 
the northeast, come into Missouri 
with generous scholarships, and 
by them encourage successfully 
a large number of our ablest 
high school graduates to attend 
universities elsewhere,” Ellis 
Said. 

‘This is a fine thing nationally. 
But as university graduates, par- 
ticularly scholarship students, 
tend to find their careers in posi- 
tions near the university from 
which they graduate, this process 
has deprived this region annual- 
ly of a steady proportion of its 
best potential leadership.” 

Fear Lack of Action. 

Ellis said that although higher | 
education plays a big role in the | 
cultural and economic progress | 
of each state, he feared that peo- 
ple in some Middle West states 
are not doing enough to improve 
their colleges and universities. 

“While all of our universities 
and colleges have grown and im- 
proved over the last 40 years, 
the rate of improvement and 
growth has not been as rapid as 
in many other regions,” he said. 

“Consequently, in part at 
Jeast, our economic development 
has been retarded and, as a 
region, we are relatively less 
important nationally than we) 
were 40 years ago.”’ 

Ellis said that while Illinois 
“is not notable for lavish sup- | 
port of higher education,’ that 
state had supported its private 
universities in Chicago far be- 
yond what Missouri has done for 
the private universities in St. 
Louis, and the University of 
Illinois has expanded much more 
than the University of Missouri. 

‘The Great Paradox’. 

“Here is the great paradox,” 
Ellis said. ‘Missouri is a 
wealthy state and St. Louis is a 
wealthy city. Our state is 
eleventh in total income and six- 
teenth in capital income. And yet 
a smaller proportion of the 
young people of college age are 
in college or university than in 
any of the surrounding states, 
except three to the south. 

“Of the 33 largest metropolitan 
centers in the United States—| 
not just cities—only three have 
a smaller percentage of college 
graduates than does St. Louis. 

“It is not simply as I was told 
30 years ago when I came to 
Missouri, that the state had 
northern aspirations in education 
but southern ideas about sup- 
porting it. But it is a wider dis- 
inclination to support education 
as well as other regions in our 
country.”’ 

In addition to the regional 
competition in which each state 
is trying to develop its resources 
and its society at least well 
enough to keep up with other 
states, Ellis said the nation it- 
self is engaged ‘“‘in an interna- 
tional competition for the most 


advanced science, and conse- 
quently for the greatest univer- 
sities.”’ 


Other Competitive Ficlds. 

“Competition not only in tech- 
nological developments, but also 
in matters bearing directly upon 
social, economic and _ political 
philosophies, is on a world-wide 
basis,’””’ he said. ‘I fear that 
as a nation we are not doing as 
well as we should in this compe- 
tition. 

‘Apparently we have assumed 
that we hold a permanent supe- 
riority over all others. Now, 
however, we are encountering a 
strong challenge.’’ 

Ellis said that Americans must

advertising by Charles Pfizer &

ing the sale of an antibiotic 


‘“‘wonder’ drug were dismissed 
tdlay by the Federal Trade 
Cémmission. 

The commission’s action 
makes final a decision issued 
last Feb. 1 by Edward Creel, an 
FTC examiner. Creel ruled that 
the pharmaceutical firm’s adver- 
tising of sigmamycin was de- 
ceptive but said the FITC com- 
plaint should be dismissed be- 
cause the concern had halted the 
practice. 

In adopting the examiner's de- 
cision, the commission denied an 
appeal from his earlier ruling 
filed by the FTC staff. The com- 
mission held that ‘‘the initial de- 
cision is appropriate in all re- 
spects to dispose of this pro- 
cééding.”’ 

The FTC’s charges against the 
Pfizer firm were based largely 
on the concern’s use of an ad- 
vertising folder containing re- 
productions of physicians’ busi- 
ness cards and prescriptions. 
The FTC charged that the names 
uged were fictitious but said the

The FTC charges, brought in 
May 1959, followed separate in- 
vestigations of Pfizer advertising 
practices by the Post-Dispatch 
and the Saturday Review, a 
weekly magazine. The Post- 
Dispatch investigation showed 
that the advertising cards used 
by the concern were not bona 
fide and called attention to du- 
bious antibiotic promotional 
methods deplored by many 
physicians.

Insulting the Consumer 


In reply to John W. Dargavel’s 
letter on fair trade, any effort to 
convince the consumer that fair 
trade is to his advantage is an in- 
sult to his intelligence. 

Each retailer should be permitted 
to charge what he wishes for the 
articles he sells, and the consumer 
should have the right to buy where 
items are reduced in price. 

The statement that ‘Everybody 
decides for himself whether or not 
to accept fair trade” is deliberately 
misleading. If a manufacturer fair 
trades his product, and signs an 
agreement with one retailer, this 
agreement is binding under the law 
on all retailers, whether they like it 
or not. Their only choice is to re- 
fuse to buy the item if they do not 
wish to be bound by someone else’s 
signature to an agreement they 
often have never seen. 

As to the wonderful choice offered 
the consumer by Mr. Dargavel and 
his organization—i.e., to buy a fair- 
trade or non-fair-trade brand —he 
well knows that many items that 
are price-fixed are monopoly items 
where the choice is not between 
ore brand and another but between 
a fair-traded brand and nothing. 

All that fair trade accomplishes 
is to drive the consumer to the dis- 
count house, the out-of-state mail- 
order house (with subsequent tax 
loss to his city and business loss 
to his community stores) and en- 
courage dishonesty on the part of 
many reputable business men who 
are forced to compete with illegal 
sales by doing an under-the-counter 
business themselves. 

Consumers everywhere must be 
alert to prevent fair trade legisla- 
tion from ever gaining a foothold 
in our national economy. Since

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A Sham Health Plan 


An utterly unacceptable old age health plan 
has been proposed by the House Ways and 
Means Committee as a substitute for the 
Forand bill and the Administration ‘“Medi- 
care” plan, not to mention the two plans 
pending in the Senate. The substitute would 
cover only about 1,500,000 persons. Actually, 
it would allow the states to set up a hodge- 
podge of programs with the Government 
paying from 50 to 65 per cent of the costs. 
Over all, these are estimated at about $150,- 
000,000 for the states, and $190,000,000 for 
Washington. About all that can be said for 
this scheme is that it would be about as cheap 
as it would be inadequate. 

A compromise of the various proposals is 
in order, but this should be based on their 
best features. It should not undercut all of 
them. Leaving the Ways and Means sham 
out of consideration, the most modest of the 
pending plans is Representative Forand’s. It 
has drawn the most opposition simply be- 
cause it was the first to be proposed. It calls 
for 60 days of hospital care, 120 days of 
nursing home care, and some surgical bene- 
fits. Its chief weakness is that it would cover 
only those over 65 who are eligible for Old 
Age and Survivors Insurance benefits. 

. a . 

The bill introduced by Senator McNamara 
of Michigan would cover all over 65 with 
incomes of less than $2000 a year. It pro- 
vides for 90 days of hospitalization and 180 
days in a nursing home. It would not pay 
surgeons’ bills, but it would meet home care 
and out-patient expenses. It attempts to dis- 
courage over-use of hospitals through the 
terms on which it meets home care and nurs- 
ing home bills. 

The Administration plan offers far more 
than any other, including the proposal made 
by Senator Javits and seven other Republican 
Senators. It would cover 180 days of hos- 
pitalization, a year in a nursing home, charges 
of surgeons, physicians and dentists, as well 
as nursing service, drugs, X-rays and the like. 
Its beneficiaries would be those over 65 with 
incomes of less than $2500 a year or $3800 
for a couple. The trouble is that they would 
have to pay the first $250 ($400 for a couple) 
and 20 per cent of the costs over those 
amounts, plus an annual fee of $24. This 
would put heavy burdens on those with low 
incomes. 

The fundamental difference, however, is 
that the Forand and McNamara plans would 
be financed by a small increase in the Social 
Security tax, and they would be nationally 
administered. The Administration plan and 
that proposed by the Republican Senators 
would require the states to subsidize health 
insurance with the Government making con- 
tributions out of general revenues. As Gov- 
ernor Rockefeller pointed out, this would 
mean as many as 50 different set-ups in addi- 
tion to the federal administrative machinery. 
It would be cumbersome, and it would almost 
surely involve inequities. And subsidization of 
private insurance would be more expensive 
than a direct federal insurance set-up.

The Forand and McNamara plans are based 
on the contributory principle. They involve 
an increase of one quarter of one per cent 
in payroll taxes up to $4800. Thus the bene- 
ficiaries would pay during their earning 
years for services they would receive after 
retirement. An argument, however, also can 
be made for the Republican proposal of 
financing through general revenues. Care for 
the indigent already is paid for in this way, 
and it may be held that all the taxpayers 
ought to share the cost of old age health 
insurance just as they share other social 
obligations. 

Congress should make a choice between 
these defensible alternatives. In doing so, it 
should keep in mind the limited resources of 
the beneficiaries, and also the problem of 
providing effectively the greatest service at 
the lowest cost. But above all it should work 
out a plan which really meets the need. This 
is what the Ways and Means proposal sadly 
fails to do. 


Challenge by the Church 


Fidel Castro has received his first specific 
warning from the Roman Catholic Church. 
The Most Rev. Eduardo Boza Masvidal, auxili- 
ary bishop of Havana, has warned against ef- 
forts to make Cuba either a police state or a 
welfare state. Recently the Archbishop of 
Santiago warned against Communist influ- 
ences, but he did not mention the government 
except to praise its social goals. Evidently 
there is some division in the church over the 
latter, but there is no division over opposition 
to tyranny. Castro has suppressed his politi- 
cal opponents and the press; the church alone 
can now speak out. Here Castro faces the 
strongest challenge to totalitarianism. 


For the Ozark Monument 


It should not be especially surprising to 
discover some opposition to the proposed 
Ozarks national park. Short-sightedness and 
selfishness have not yet been rooted out of 
the Missouri hills—or any place else. So there 
are some farmers insisting on the continuance 
of open-range grazing. There are others who 
want to cut timber at will. Still others want 
to hunt in the area. And so on. These people 
talk against “eminent domain” as though they 
were about to become victims of the gravest 
injustice. But they really want to have their 
own way without regard for the preservation 
of the Current, the Eleven Point and Jacks 
Fork, almost the last free-running, clear- 
water streams in the Midwest. 

Because they have such direct interests, 
they are quicker to make themselves heard 
than are those whose purpose is more altru- 
istic. As Leonard Hall points out, those in 

- the latter group over the years have developed 
varying ideas for the preservation of the 
rivers. They have not presented a united 
front since their successful fight against the 
Army Engineers’ dams. Yet dams are not 
the only threat. More positive protection is 
essential. , 

This would be afforded by the 113,000-acre 
national monument proposed by the National 
Park Service after a study made at the re- 
quest of the Missouri Legislature. The Park 
Service has shown awareness of the basic 
attraction of the rivers, their relative wild- 
ness. This it -would preserve while being 
willing to co-operate with the formation of 
conservancy districts and other sound meas- 
ures which might be undertaken in- the 
watershed as a whole. 

The National Park Service would have ade- 
quate authority. It could do what the state 
government, the Forest Service and private 
owners cannot accomplish independently. But 


time {fs running out. In half-a-dozen years or 
so, there may be little for the Park Service to 
save. So it is up to the Current-Eleven Point 
Rivers Association and other conservation- 
minded citizens to organize more effectively 
and to muster support for the proposed na- 
tional park. 

The plan still is in its preliminary stage. It 
still can be perfected in detail. Yet funda- 
mentally it is sound. The park should be 
brought into being. But this will not happen 
effortlessly. To have the park, Missourians 
will have to work for the park. 


New Snarl on Testing 

The nuclear test ban negotiations appear to 
be heading for another snarl. Because we 
do not trust the Russian®? our government is 
preparing a series of underground tests for 
the purpose, so we say, of finding out how to 
tighten the inspection system against cheat- 
ing. Because the Russians do not trust us, 
they are insisting that they be allowed to ob- 
serve these tests closely, to make sure that 
we do not cheat by conducting weapons tests 
in disguise. , 

Things have got so complicated that, in an 
effort to allay Soviet suspicions, our Govern- 
ment is offering a plan to put the nuclear de- 
vices to be tested in black boxes. Soviet sci- 
entists would be permitted to look at the out- 
side but not the inside. This is not enough 
for the Russians; they want to see inside, too. 
At this point American officials begin talking 
about the Atomic Energy Act, which prohibits 
access by foreigners to our nuclear secrets. 
And yet, if the black boxes really do have 
nothing to do with weapons, why could not 
their secrets be declassified? The Administra- 
tion does not want to do this, however, be- 
cause it would be embarrassing if by chance 
the black boxes turned out to reveal nothing 
the Russians did not already know. So... 

A solution might be easier if the Russians 
were going to conduct underground anti- 
cheating tests of their own. Then, perhaps, 
common rules could be worked out under 
which our scientists observed their tests and 
Soviet scientists observed ours. But the Sovi- 
ets have wrecked this possibility by an- 
nouncing that they will conduct no tests at all. 
They will not have to risk giving us any of 
their secrets, and can make the most of their 
demand that we risk giving them ours. 

It is all getting rather ludicrous. When 
anti-cheating safeguards are demanded dur- 
ing tests to discover anti-cheating safeguards, 
one wonders whether there is enough mutual 
confidence to support any nuclear agreement 
at all. Yet the hopes of mankind demand con- 
tinued efforts to attain one. 


A Bow to the Aldermen 


If Washington is unaware of the urgency 
of urban redevelopment—as Charles P. Taft, 
former mayor of Cincinnati, said here—the 
Board of Aldermen is not afflicted by such 
blindness. In a caucus after Friday’s meet- 
ing, it decided to delay its summer vacation 
and remain in session until it has made a 
choice between the plans submitted by Lewis 
Kitchen and G. J. Nooney for redevelopment of 
the area adjacent to the northern half of the 
riverfront national park. A public hearing 
on the two plans, incidentally, is to be held 
Tuesday. This decision by the Aldermen is 
typical of the promptness with which they 
acted on the stadium redevelopment proposal 
which will flank the southern part of the 
park. It demonstrates that the municipal 
government is doing its best for St. Louis, 
and it sets an excellent example for all others 
involved in the city’s rehabilitation. 


A Time for Maneuver 

The first -of the presidential nominating 
conventions—the Democratic—opens in Los 
Angeles in five weeks. Now is the time for 
complex advance maneuvering. We assign 
to this category the announcement that Oscar 
L. Chapman has come out as an active sup- 
porter of Senate Majority Leader Johnson of 
Texas. Mr. Chapman says Senator Johnson is 
more liberal than he is sometimes pictured 
and that he is “the type of man who gets 
things done.” 

Mr. Chapman was Secretary of the Interior 
in President Truman’s Cabinet. He is deeply 
interested in problems of the West and he 
may think Senator Johnson is the man best 
able to solve those problems. But Mr. Chap- 
man supported Adlai Stevenson in 1952 and 
1956, and it seems a little unusual that he 
would now side with Senator Johnson. Could 
it be that he thinks Mr. Stevenson has a 
chance for the nomination and is prepared 
to use his influence to turn Johnson delegates 
to the former Illinois Governor in the event 
of a deadlock? 

That may be in the cards. Senator Ken- 
nedy has a firm grip on the nomination, but 
does not have it cinched. His campaign is 
on a plateau. Mr. Johnson is coming up. 
Senator Symington’s campaign is flounder- 
ing. There is a greater prospect now than 
formerly that there may be a Johnson-Ken- 
nedy battle with the beneficiary of a stand-off 
being Mr. Stevenson, not Senator Symington. 
Perhaps that explains Mr. Chapman’s action. 


Diefenbaker in Washington 


If the border known as the Iron Curtain 
were like the border between the United 
States and Canada, there might not be much 
news in the papers these days; certainly the 
news would be other than it is. The extent 
of Canadian-United States harmony was again 
demonstrated in the joint communique issued 
by Prime Minister Diefenbaker and President 
Eisenhower at the conclusion of the former’s 
visit to the White House. 

The two heads of state announced that they 
“were in agreement on measures which 
should be taken to maintain the security of 
the free world.” They spoke up for “peace 
with justice,” and they reaffirmed the im- 
portance of “an end to nuclear testing and 
progress toward general disarmament.” 

It may be that Mr. Diefenbaker’s visit also 
had a more intimate purpose. His popularity 
now seems somewhat below the crest it 
reached when he was swept into office, and 
he may have been intent on refurbishing ita 
bit. If so, it shows that his earlier protests 
against American “economic aggression” 
were the complaint of a friend to a friend and 
not at all in the spirit of the tensions between 
East and West.

Not Kennedy Gold in Those Hills 


It Was Early, Sound Organization That Won Him West Virginia’s Presidential Primary

CHARLESTON, W.Va. 

The talk about Senator John F. Ken- 
nedy “‘buying”’ his victory in West Vir- 
ginia’s presidential primary—and so 
far that’s all it is, talk—has brought a 
number of reporters down this way on 
a hunt for evidence. They have not 
yet been able to document a Kennedy 
money scandal. 

Now another band of sleuths is about 
to take the trail. They are campaign

The vote that aroused most suspicion 
after the May 10 primary was the one 
in McDowell county, a distressed coal 
mining area in the southern part of 
West Virginia. It was here, according 
to the gossip, that Kennedy put out 
$50,000 for a victory. 

The vote in McDowell county was: 
Kennedy, 13,896; Humphrey, 2720. 


This crushing vote was a shocker, 
at least to the Humphrey people. How 
in the world, they asked, could Ken- 
nedy have piled up such a lopsided 
majority, especially in a county that 
was supposed to be ‘“‘safe’”’ or ‘“‘sure” 
for Humphrey? The answer, as some 
saw it, was Kennedy gold and skull- 
duggery at the polls. 


The story of what happened in Mc- 
Dowell county, according to the Ken- 
nedy people, goes back to 1958. Sena- 
tor Kennedy was sent to Parkersburg 
that year by the Democratic National 
Committee to help Robert C. Byrd and 
Jennings Randolph, two Democrats 
who were running for the United 
States Senate and who subsequently 
were elected. 

There Kennedy met Robert P. Mc- 
Donough, owner of a Parkersburg 
printing plant, a red-hot Democrat and 
a skillful organizer, Already there was 
Kennedy-for-President talk.

McDonough told Kennedy on that 
occasion in Parkersburg in ‘58 that, 
“If there is anything I can do, let me 
know.” He also at that time met Ted 
Sorensen, a Kennedy political aide. 

Sorensen was sent to West Virginia 
in April 1959 to reconnoiter the ground 
for Kennedy, and it was McDonough 
who arranged for him to meet with 
Democratic leaders in cities like 
Charleston, Huntington, Parkersburg 
and Clarksburg. 


The reaction was favorable, and it 
was decided that Kennedy should 
make a speech somewhere in West 
Virginia. Sorensen asked McDonough 
to suggest a city or a town, and Mc-

At any rate, Kennedy spoke at a 
money-raising dinner in Welch on May 
9, 1959, and 700 tickets were sold— 
pretty good for a community that has 
been hard hit by automation in the 
coal mines and consequent unemploy- 


ment. Kennedy made a favorable im- 
pression, especially upon Boss Christie. 

It was all part of a well-thought-out 
campaign and superb organization by 
the Kennedy people. 

When Kennedy ntade two speaking 
tours in McDowell county last April, 
his popularity already had a good 
foundation in the county, thanks to 
that speech in Welch back in 1959. 

The other day this reporter called 
on Sid Christie, who has his law office 
in Keystone, about 10 miles from 
Welch. ‘‘What about this $50,000 busi- 
ness?’’ Christie was asked. 

Instead of being angry, Christie 
burst into laughter. When his merri- 
ment had subsided, he said: “I think 
if you will inquire around, you'll find 
that I am a reasonably truthful sort 
of fellow.

Christie said it was clear long before 
the voting on May 10 that Kennedy 
was the popular favorite in McDowell 
county.

T0 STAY IN COUNCIL 


Move to Sever Ties With 
National Group Is 
Defeated. 


ROCHESTER, N.Y., June 6 
(UPIl)—The American Baptist 
Convention overrode today pro- 
tests by a militant church group 
from Wichita, Kan., and deci- 
sively reaffirmed its participa- 
tion in the National Council of 
Churches. 

Some 5000 delegates to the 
fifty-third annual meeting adopt- 
ed a resolution recommended by 
the convention’s general coun- 
cil with an overwhelming show 
of hands. A substitute motion, 
presented by the First Baptist 
Church of Wichita to entreat 
American Baptists to sever ties 
with the National Council, was 
defeated. 

The voting, orderly and with- 
out outbursts from either side, 
quickly decided a question that 
had been a sore spot since the 
convention opened last Thurs- 
day night. 

The Kansas delegation, led by 
Laymen Lester Arvin and Pres- 
ton Huston. had charged that the 
National Council was ‘‘too lib- 
had left-wing tendencies 
and rejected basic Baptist prin- 
ciples or doctrines. 

As a rebuttal to the Wichita 
church, American Faptists drew 
up a resolution reaffirming their

contidence in ecumenical rela- 
tionships. The resolution was 
similar to a general council 


report brought before the dele- 
gates and approved Saturday. 


Meanwhile, a group of women 
from the Wichita church, who 
claimed they were denied cre- 
dentials to the convention, came 
anyway as “delegates without 
portfolio.” 

The women contended a pam- 
phlet distributed by the Arvin 
faction, called, “Why One 
Church’s Conscience Spoke 
Against the National Council of 


Churches of Christ in the

From the hearty Three-Im-One casserole to the elegant Strawberry Sponge Cake 
Alaska, all of the dishes on this page have one thing in common. Dairy products are 
their basic ingredients. It is during June that the seasonal increase in milk production 
reaches its peak, just at the time that warm days call for lighter meals. 


Dairy foods are important throughout the year, of course, but during the sumr 
mer months they are especially valuable because they help supply the protein which 


may be lacking from warm weather menus. 


For example, salads frequently are served as the main course of summer meals; 
when they are made with cottage cheese they provide generous amounts of protein. 
In many households Cottage Cheese ‘Tomato Salads are favorites; for variety, try 
serving them with one of these dressings made from sour cream, another good dairy 


food. 


Sour Cream Dressings for Cottage 
Cheese Tomato Salads 


Blend one-fourth teaspoon celery seed into 
one cup chilled dairy sour cream.

This was one of 
the sharpest stock market drops 
on record. 

December 1909%June 1913: 42 
months, 26 per cent. This bear 
market started with tight money 
in the fall of 1909. Credit be- 
came easier during the mild re- 
cession of 1911; then during the 
business revival money became 
tight again 

November 1916-December 1917: 
13 months, 36 per cent. War 
boomed business. People were 
exhorted to buy Liberty Bonds

His Mother Still 
Guards Her Chicks 


KANSAS CITY, June 6 (AP). 
CHILDREN ARE SUPPOSED to be a comfort to their 
mother in her old age. 
It works the other way in our tribe. The older mother 
gets the more of a comfort she is to her daughter and four 
sons. We doubt if we could 
ever get along without 
her. 

Mother will be 73 years 
old in September. Return- 
ing here for my first visit 
with her_in more than a 
year, I was afraid of what 
time might have done to 
her in the interval. 

The worry was needless. 
Time has snowed white 
hairs on her, and slowed 
her steps with rheuma- 
tism, but it has no power 
to curb her sprightly 
spirit. 

“All that I’ve got wrong 
with me is old age—and 
that will keep,” she said. 
Her only concession to the 

‘= years is aycane. She really 
HAL BOYLE needs the cane now. She 
is only five feet tall, but 


she is about the same distance around. 


“I keep telling the doctor I should take off some 
weight,” she said placidly, “but he won’t let me. 
He feels that if you’re old and have learned to live 
with your weight, it’s often better to let it alone.” 


Mother has had what might be called a hard life, but 
she never thinks of it that way. At 15 she lost her mother, 
and at 17 she emigrated here all by herself from her farm 
home in County Mayo, Ireland. 

I think Dad was making about $12 a week when they 
married. Five children came along, and she had to cook 
and mend and clean and do the laundry for us all. 

Mother is proud of the fact that she never lost a child, 
and all are now more than 40 years old. 

“That’s a pretty good health record,” she often says. 
“If your dad and I did nothing else for you, we brought 
you into this world with strong, healthy bodies. That means 
a lot. 

“A large family is an agitation. That’s what it is—a 
constant agitation. But it doesn’t leave you any time for 
self-pity, and that’s a good thing. 

“But I worry about you children now more than ever. 
At least when you were small I knew where you all were.” 

When she was younger, Mother had a fine Irish temper. 
When angered at something one of her brood had done, 
she would turn her eyes to the ceiling and loose a tide of 
eloquence that curled the bark on the elm tree outside the 
window. 

But now she has mellowed into a serene philosopher. 

“I have learned to live for today,” she said. “That’s 
the only thing to do—make the best of each day as it comes. 


You'll just break your heart if you try to live for yesterday 
Or tomorrow.” 


Dad died back in 1937, but we still don’t really 
think of him as dead. We talk of him as if he had 
merely gone into another room and might be back 
at amy moment, That attitude—plus Mother’s inborn 
courage—may explain why nearly 23 years of widow- 
hood haven’t soured her disposition. 


“I was too busy to grieve,” she said. ‘And I still am. 
Anyway, death is part of life, and you must accept what 
you can’t avoid. Life is love and happiness and sorrow, and 
it does no good to complain against it.” 

On Memorial day, surrounded by her family, Mother 
went to Dad’s grave and @rought him an armful of roses. 
She didn’t cry at all. 

“Dad would die laughing if he saw me with this,”’ she 
said cheerfully, brandishing her cane. Then she put the 
flowers in a vase. We all said a prayer and, after a while, 
turned to leave. 

I took Mother’s hand and wrapped it around my arm 
to steady her path across the rolling turf. Independent as 
ever, she pulled her hand away and leaned more heavily 
on the cane. 

“I don’t need any help,” she said.

In adults, mur- 
murs are more likely, but not always, to meap some 
degree of heart trouble. Think of it this way: A me- 
chanic listens to an automobile motor. He interprets 
the sound and figures out what parts of the motor, if 
any, need further checking. Listening to murmurs is 
somewhat the same. A “musical heart” is one with 
quite a bit of “noise” to hear.

The Killing of J ohnny Stompanato 


Police Had I nformation on Him Before He Was Stabbed ad Lana Turner’s Daughter

BECAUSE BEVERLY HILLS 
has more than a normal pro- 

portion of wealthy, lonesome 
divorcees and susceptible rich 
widows, it attracts ‘‘wolves,”’ 
gigolos, confidence men and 
fortune-hunters in unsually large 
numbers. 

“Con men” have many oppor- 
tunities here, because wealthy 
women, socially inclined, don’t 
like to be seen alone at restau- 
rants, theaters, parties, movie 
premieres and similar social 
events. The con men proceed 
with courtesy and attentiveness 
until they have their prey 
hooked, then maintain a hold on 
the women by fear of bodily 
harm or adverse publicity. 

Our police department knows 
how to spot rogue males, has a 
list of the most successful ones 
and is familiar with their modus 
operandi. I doubt if policemen 
in any other city have had as 
much experience in this kind of 
work. 

Unfortunately, police interfer- 
ence is usually resented by the 
women involved. Personal warn- 
ings seldom do any good; the 
victim is so charmed by her 
companion that she takes offense 
at outsiders who offer advice. 
Often I’ve warned prospective 
victims, only to have them relay 
my report to the con men, who 
then assumed an air of righteous 
indignation and descended on 
City Hall threatening lawsuits. 

Frequently, too, our investiga- 
tions of men who prey on 
wealthy women are hampered 
because of information which 
they have obtained concerning 
their victims. Usually it is of 
such a nature that the latter do 
not care to prosecute. I remem- 
ber one case in which a wealthy 
widow was victimized by two 
gigolos, who knew she would not 
complain to the police, since she 
herself had acquired the money 
from an old man under peculiar 
circumstances. 

No single case in my expe- 
rience was as coldly tragic as 
that involving one of our most 
glamorous actresses, her 14- 
year-old daughter, and a punk 
mobster, Johnny Stompanato. 

We had considerable informa- 
tion on him. We were aware 
that he had accepted money 
from a number of women. 

Trained policemen can_ spot 
tragedy before it happens. Stom- 
panato had fixed on Lana Turner 
after a divorce left her available. 


A police technician with the 
knife with which Stompanato 
was killed. 


He called her at home, dropped 
a few names of people he knew, 
progressed to a cocktail party 
friendship with her. Soon the 
actress was in deeper water. 

When information first reached 
our department that Lana Turn- 
er was having trouble with her 
escort, I had predicted that such 
an association would inevitably 
end in tragedy. 

Then a report came to us that 
Scotland Yard detectives had 
picked up Stompanato at a Lon- 
don apartment and hurried his 
departure from England because 
he had a violent quarrel with the 
actress there. Next, exactly one 
week before his death, I re- 
ceived a telephone call from Mrs. 
Mabel Turner, mother of the 
actress, informing me that her 
daughter had become terribly 
frightened of this hoodlum. 
When she asked me what should 
be done, I advised her that her 
daughter should come in and re- 
port her fears to the police. 
Miss Turner didn’t. 

I thought of these things that 
Good Friday night April 4, 1958, 
as I listened to Miss Turner’s 
story of the killing. We were 
upstairs at her residence on 
North Bedford drive, while a 
fire department _resuscitator 
crew still worked over Stompa- 
nato’s body in an adjacent bed- 
room. 

Although her voice shook 
slightly, Miss Turner appeared

to be a remarkably coniposed 
woman under the circumstances. 
Stompanato, she said, had threat- 
ened to beat her up during a 
nasty quarrel. She told me that 
it was the climax of a series of 
battles which had begun in Lon- 
don, while she was there making 
a picture. When she attempted 
to break off their relationship 
then, Stompanato threatened to 
disfigure her with a razor. 


This night, she said, he had 
hurt her and threatened worse. 
Her daughter, Cheryl, knew it. 
The girl had stood outside the 
door listening. When Miss Tur- 
ner opened the door to order 
Stompanato out of thé bedroom, 
Cheryl rushéd in and struck 
Stompanato. 


“I didn’t see any knife,” 
said the actress. “I truthfully 
thought she had just poked 
him in the stomach. He didn’t 
Say a word, just gasped. He 
grabbed his stomach, walked 
a little way, half-turned and 
fell, dropping on his back. He 
didn’t talk; he only kept gasp- 
ing. He had his hands over 
his stomach. Finally they 
dropped away. I lifted his 
sweater and saw the blood.” 


Cheryl’s story was essentially 
the same as her mother’s. “I 
didn’t mean to kill him, I just 
meant to frighten him,”’ she 
told me. 


Regardless of our knowledge 
of Stompanato and his record, 
our investigation of his killtng 
had to be made with an open 
mind, and conducted for the sole 
purpose of observing evidence 


on the person responsible and F

ment had been expertly burglar- 
ized a few hours after his death 
was announced. 


The most startling develop- 
ment in our investigation has 
not been revealed to the public 
until now. An innoncent indivi- 
dual to whom Stompanato had 
entrusted a little wooden box, 
turned it over to the police de- 
partment. 

Inside the box, along with a 
.32 caliber revolver, bank books, 
and personal papers, officers 
found roll-film negatives. Printed 
and enlarged, the negatives re- 
vealed pictures of nude women 
in compromising situations. 
Some of the pictures had ap- 
parently been taken while the 
victims were unaware they were 
being photographed, and they 
were recognizable. 

Stompanato’s unusual picture 
collection verified information 
we already had, but we made no 
serious attempt to pursue our 
investigation further. It would 
have been a cruel embarrass- 
ment to the victims, and would 
have served no legal purpose 
since the ‘principal was now 
dead. 

The total value of Stompana- 
to’s personal property was listed 
by the Public Administrator at 
less than $400. Could this or the 
wooden box with its potentiali- 
ties for blackmail have been 
what the burglars were seeking 
in the dead man’s apartment? 

The charge against Cheryl 
Crane was reduced to man- 
slaughter after the evidence had 
been presented to the Juvenile 
Court. A coroner’s jury ruied 
that the girl’s act had been justi- 
fiable homicide in defense of her 
mother. Cheryl was made: a 
ward of the court and released 
in custody of her grandmother. 


Cheryl’s release brought let- 
ters into my office from the 
United States, Europe and South 
America. Some were critical of 
the police department for “‘set- 
ting the girl free,” or charging 
a ‘“‘coverup.’’ Many people con- 
fuse the police function with 
that of the courts. _ The police

investigate, obtain evidence, ap- 
prehend law violators and pre- 
sent the evidence and facts to 
the courts. The courts review the 
evidence and decide the dis- 
position of the case. 

The decision in Cheryl’s case 
was proper; her hostile critics 
were misinformed. Under Cali- 
fornia law all juvenile offenders, 
regardless of the nature of their 
crime, are heard in Juvenile 
Court. Her case was handled no 
differently from any other minor. 
Cheryl had more defenders than 
critics. My office received 200 let- 
ters sympathetic to her. Many 
of them stated that this young 
girl had done more than all] the 
law enforcement agencies had 
been able to do, in eliminating 
Stompanato. 

The most ironic angle of the 
Stompanato investigation was the 
refusal of figures in the under- 
world to believe that this ‘“‘tough”’ 
ex-Marine could have been killed 
so easily by a 14-year-old girl. 
Johnny had been considered one 
of their ablest bodyguards, and 
it was a damaging blow to their 


Actually, surprise and accident 
brought about tough, musgular 
Johnny’s sudden death. The dis- 
traught child caught him off 
guard and the keen-edged 
butcher-knife took a freak slant, 
slashing througn his abdominal 
wall, liver and aorta. Even if a 
dozen doctors had been present 
they could not have saved him. 

What would have happened if 
the knife had only scratched 
Stompanato? It is my opinion he 
would then have used violence 
on both mother and daughter, as 
he had previously done to Miss 


Turner.

Threat to Senecas 


NEW YORK, June 6. 
I HAVE JUST RECEIVED a copy of a letter that was 
addressed to President Eisenhower almost a year ago, and 
the appeal made to me is to draw the attention of the 


public in general to another situation in which our Indians | 
—this time our Seneca Indians on the Allegheny reservation | 


in New York state—are involved. 


A dam is proposed at Kinzua, Pa., as part of a flood- 


control effort; but this dam would flood large areas of land 


belonging to the Indians. 


To the Indians their religion means a great deal, 
and this dam, they say, would destroy the possibility 
of carrying on certain ceremonies of the long-house 
religion, which still functions for the entire group 
even though many of them are westernized and work 
away from the reservation. Some of them are even 
Christians but still request the religious burial of the 
long-house religion. 


The proposed dam would inundate many of their most 
sacred spots, the cemeteries, and the areas where they go 
to gather the herbs that are needed in their religious prac- 
tices and céremonies. 

Dr. Arthur Morgan has suggested another site for the 
dam, which would be less costly and more efficient than 
the one planned by the Army Engineers. So, it seems to me 
that when there is such a possibility, we have an obligation 
to do our part to try to correct what we feel is wrong. 


In this case we should write to the chairman of the 
Senate and House Appropriations Committees, Senator Carl 
Hayden and Representative Clarence Cannon, respectively, 
urging them to start an investigation by an impartial com- 
inittee. These two congressional committees hold the right 
to make the final decision. 


We are living today in a time when the Communists 
are trying to interfere with the mode of life of other peoples, 
and we are resisting and we believe that we should resist. 
But it seems to me that perhaps we should remember that 
if we want freedom we should grant it even to small groups 
of people such as our Indians. We made treaties with them 
and we granted them their land many years ago.

LIKE ALL FARMS, Possum 
Trot offers opportunities for use- 
ful, if not always gainful, work. 
Fortunately it also offers places 
and opportunities for pleasant re- 
laxation. One of our favorites in 
the half-hour before supper, 
these fine evenings, is our east 
terrace. Here in the short space 
before sundowa, armed with a 
mild toddy for helping shed the 
day’s cares and with the binocu- 
lars for identifying the surround- 
ing bird life, we can get down 
to the business of enjoying life. 


Out beyond the vegetable gar- 
den a wooded bluff drops down 
to Saline creek, while these same 
woods climb to the level of the 
house and crowd close behind 
the outbuildings to the north. 
Here songbirds of many species 
are busy in the big oaks. and 
their evening melodies make a 
pleasant symphony. To the east 
the fields along the creek are 
obscured by the woods, but far- 
ther out the timbered flanks of 
Buford Mountain rise skyward. 
Here the crest holds the bright- 
ness of the setting sun long after 
the valley is cloaked in shadow, 


On recent evenings as we 
have relaxed here in the twi- 
light, we have been treated to 
one of those fascinating ex- 
hibitions which is common in 
nature, even though we seldom 
see them. This is the mating 
dance of the nighthawk. There 
are always several of these 
interesting birds circling in 
their erratic flight high above 
the valley as they gather their 
evening harvest of insects 
which are taken on the wing. 


The birds have long, pointed 
wings that are canted sharply 
back at the elbow Jike a glider 
and have a white bar across the 
outer wing. Their flight seems 
aimless, yet must be far from 
that, for the birds hunt dragon- 
flies and other high-flying in- 
sects. As they fly, they utter a 
harsh sound which is variously 
translated as “‘peent,”’ ‘‘pee-ik,”’

appear. 

As we sat one evening watch- 
ing the birds, which were a full 
half-mile away out across the 
valley, I kept hearing an odd 
frog-like croaking and spoke to 
Ginnié about it, although it was 
like no frog with which we were 
familiar. Then suddenly I saw 
one of our nighthawks dive at 
terrific speed and realized what 
we were hearing; the strange, 
chord-like sound made by the 
wings of the bird as it reaches 
the bottom of the dive and 
swoops upward again. Quickly 
we trained our binoculars on the 
diving bird and for the next 
half hour were treated to a re- 
markable sight. 

There seemed to be only one 
bird putting on the performance, 
although several were hunting 
above the valley. This fellow 
would climb erratically in jerks, 
uttering its odd ‘‘pee-ank’’ be- 
tween each upward climb. This 
might go on for a couple of 
minutes until the gird was sev- 
eral hundred feet above the val- 
ley floor. Suddenly the wings 
would fold and down it would 
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go at steadily increasing speed 
until it was below our line of 
vision—and then from the dis- 
tant valley would come distinct- 
ly the loud booming that sounds 
much as though one had pulled 
the bottom string on a bull fid- 
die and then let them go sharp- 
ly. This has always seemed to 
me a happier description of the 
booming than Roger Tory Peter- 
son’s ‘“‘sounds like a Bronx 
cheer.”’ 

We have watched this, now, 
for several evenings and would 
guess that the booming bird 
may repeat the performance 
more than 100 times. The sound 
is very loud, for it carries 
clearly across our valley for 
more than a half-mile. And it 
is easy to understand the scien- 
tific mame Chordeiles which 
means, literally, “‘chord in the 
evening.” It is equally easy to 
understand the name used by 
the Louisiana French, which is 
**Pee-ank Zoom.”’ 


Fewer birds could be more | 
badly named than the nighthawk, | 
which is also called bull-bat and | 


goatsucker. It flies in the dusk 


rather than at night and is de- | 
cidedly not a hawk. Instead of | 


talons, it has rudimentary feet 
totally unfitted for striking or 
even for perching. The bird 
spends its days clinging length- 
wise to a limb, as does also 
its cousin the whip-poor-will. Its 
bill, far from the curved beak 
of the hawk, is tiny but attached 
to a huge mouth flanked by 
bristles. 


This is probably held open in 
flight, or at least is ideally 
adapted to gathering in its 
prey as a fisherman casts his 
net. And just as the bird is no 
hawk, neither is it a bat as 
the name “bull-bat” might 
imply. Bats are mammals and 
bull-bats are birds. Nor for 
that matter does the nighthawk 
suck goats, although this is 
an ancient European supersti- 
tion that named the family of 
Caprimulgidae or goatsuckers 
on that continent.
